J.H. Ramsay of Fredericton was 
elected president of the Canadian 
Institute of Surveying recently at 
the conclusion of the organization’s 
41st annual meeting. He succeeds 
Arthur O. Gorman of Ottawa. 

J.H. Holloway, Edmonton, is Al- 
berta representative. Describing 
Alberta’s new Leduc oil field, he 
said it was “pretty well assured” 
that the field would eventually sup- 
ply $300,000,000 worth of oil which 
otherwise would have had to be im- 
ported from the United States. 

If new equipment is available, 
Mr. Holloway said, it is expected 
that between 150 and 200 new 
wells will be brought into produc- 
tion in 1948. The area now has 39 
producing wells, and 24 are being 
drilled.

495 LOANS MADE BY 
ALBERTA FARMERS IN 1947 


Alberta farmers borrowed $436,- 
276 through 495 loans under the 
provisions of the Farm Improve- 
ment Loans Act during 1947 for the 
purpose of construction or repairs 
to farm buildings. 

The Alberta branches of the 
chartered banks made the loans 
under a partial Government guar- 
antee against loss which is a pro- 
vision of the Act. 

Loaning for the construction of 
a new farm home or utility build- 
ing or the carrying out of repairs, 
alterations and additions to existing 
building was 39.61% greater in Al- 
berta during 1947 than in the pre- 
vious year. 

In 1946, 414 loans were made to 
an amount of $312,492.79 under the 
section of F.IL.L.A. which provides 
for this phase of farm improve: 
ments. 

Alberta led al! other western pro- 
vinces for 1947 with the amount 
borrowed by its farmers ‘for this 
purpose.

POLICE ACT TO CHECK 
GLARING HEADLIGHTS 


In a fresh effort to reduce the 
number of highway accidents, the 
R.M.C.P. has initiated a close check 
on glaring headlights, according to 
information received by officials of 
the Alberta Motor Association. 

The police have completed a sur- 
vey of the causes of accidents on 
the highways. This reveals that the 
majority have been caused by glar- 


| ing lights, or at least they have 
| been the contributing factor in a 


great percentage of cases involving 
loss of life or physical injury and 
property damage. 

Thus police have decided to en- 
force regulations dealing with glar- 
ing headlights. 

The Vehicle and Highways Traf- 
fic Act provides that “On approach- 
ing or being approached by another 
vehicle proceeding in the opposite 
direction, and when within not less 
than 200 yards of it, any person in 


in motion or stationary which is 
equipped with electric headlamps 
shall dim or drop such headlamps."
